Miss Helen Keane and her sister, 


Genevieve Of 3681 Cook avenue, used a 
soup tureen and a riot call as first aids 
to the injured, when Frank Shawk, a 
grocery-wagon driver, was attacked and 


robbed by two highwaymen in front of 
their home Monday night. 

Shawk works for the Frank Lind’ Gro- 
cery Co., and he went to the Keane 
home on a deli: ry. He had lifted a 
heavy box of goods from the wagon 
when two men pounced on him. One 
struck him in the’ jaw and the other 
pointed a revolver at him. 

Hampered by the heavy box, he-eould 
make no resistance. While one robber 
kept the revolver trained on him, the 
other took from his pants pockets a 
canvas bag containing his day’s coHec- 
tions, $43.75. Then they ran down an al- 
ley. 

Shawk frantically knocked at the front 
door of the Kearie home. “Let me 
through the house,” he said to Helen, 
who opened the door. “I've been robbed 
and they're going down the alley, and 
I think I ean catch them.” 

Feeds Exhausted Man. 

Helen ran back and opened the rear 
door. Shawk ran through the yard and 
down the alley in pursuit of -the rob- 
bers. Genevieve who had heard what he 
said rushed to a teleplione in the dining 
room and called up the Police Chief’s of- 
fice. 

“Send all the policemen. you've got.” 
she said. ‘There's been a robbery.” 

Shawk worn out by his chase -after 
the robbers returned to the house and 
sank exhausted in a kitchen chair. 
Ladiing hot~sounp from a tureen, Helen 
fed’ ® to him and revived him so fhat 
he was able to teil about the robbery 
when 11 policemen arrived in a patrol 
wagon.

Failure to fortify the canal would 


leave the United States powerless to en- 
force the universal and equal use of 
the waterway against a desperate and 
irresponsible enemy and would defeat 
the object of the canal in increasing the 
military effectiveness of the American 
navy, he says. 

The tolls should not exceed $1 per ton.

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DEFENDANT IS PLEASED 


Although It Is Denied She 
Understands English, She 
Visibly Is Happy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 6.—When 
Judge Bond decided that information ob- 
tained in the third-degree examination 
of Hattie Le Blanc at the Waltham po- 
lice station the night of her arrest 
could not be introduced in the case by 
the State, at least not for the present, 
the defendant won a big victory, and 
although her lawyer says she does not 
understand English, she visibly was hap- 
py. “The District Attorney has argued 
for the admission of these questions and 
their answers as evidence, saying he 
had a witness who would swear that 
Hattie Le Blane answered before the 
interpreter had opportunity te translate 
them to the girl. Thus the District At- 
torney hoped to prove that the de- 
fendant could understand the English 
language. 

The French Canadian girl, Sella Gal- 
lant, who was expected to testify on this 
phase of the case, formerly was a nurse 
in the Waltham Hospital and acted as 
interpreter on the night that Miss Le 
Blanc was questioned at the Waltham 
Police Station after her arrest far Glov- 
er’s murder. Miss Gallant has béen at 
her home in Prince Edward Island and 
had declined to return to Massachu- 
setts to appear as a witness, but she 
has arrived here and is waiting to be 
called. 

Just before the forenoon recess closed 
Miss Gallant reached the courthouse 
and was taken at once into the office of 
the District Attorney. It was expected 
that she would be called as a witness 
within a short time. 

Seymour S. Glover, a brother of the 
murdered man, said he had been em- 
ployed as a shipper in the Waltham 
laundry for five years. After he had 
been notified of his brother’s death he 
went to the laundry and found White- 
hill, the manager. He and Whitehill 
searched the laundry several times. 

The witness testified that he saw 
two handkerchiefs on the floor and that 
upon the second search of the laundry 
Whitehill picked up a comb at the foot 
of the stairs. This contradicted state- 
ments made by previous witnesses. Sey- 
mour Glover said he saw his brother's 
cap on the sorting table in the laundry 
and that Whitehill took both the comb 
and the cap. He thought McCall found 
the pin, but was not sure. He noticed 
the marks on the floor at the foot of the 
stairs. 

Tells of Finding Girl Under‘ Bed. 

The witness then described the search 
of the Glover house on the Tuesday 
night after the murder, when Hattie Le 
Blanc was found under a bed. In de- 
scribing Hattie’s appearance the witness 
said she was pale, haggard and dirty. 
He heard Mr. Elmore ask Hattie if she 
had been under the bed for three days, 
and the girl nodded, but he did not hear 
her say anything. 

At the request of Johnson, Glover drew 
a diagram the floor at the = foot of 
the stairs as he remembered it. When 
he had completed the sketch he handed 
it to Johnson, who at once compared 
it with the sketch made. previously by 
Witness Elmore. The attorney then 
presented the Glover and the -Elmore 
diagrams to the jury for purposes of 
comparison.

Her Request, Harriet Tay- 
lor Ends Life.: 





While her sweetheart,. Clarence Cos- 
by, was playing “One Sweet Little 
Thought” on the piano at her. request, 
Miss Harriet Taylor, 20 years old, fired 
a bullet into her brain at her home, 
3342 Greenwood ‘boulevard. Monday aft- 
ernoon, and died one and a half hours 
later, without regaining consciousness. 
Cosby testified Tuesday at the inquest, 
conducted at the Taylor home by Cor- 
oner Bracy, 


His story was that Miss Taylor, who 
was employed at the Strauss studio, in 
St. Louis, telephoned to him Monday to 
meet her at the Maplewood loop. 

He met her at 1 o’clock. She was cry- 
ing as she stepped from the Car. He 
asked her what was the matter and she 
would not tell. She asked him to walk 
home with her and he did so. They 
were sitting in the dining room when her 
father came home and asked them to 
go into the parlor, as he wanted to 
work in the dining room. 

Girl Cries as He Plays. 

She asked him to play and he played 
and sang several pieces. She was cry- 
ing as he played. She asked ,jhim to play 
“One Sweet Little Thought,” and as he 
started to play it she went from the 
room, still crying, and up to her own 
room. He thought she would return and 
still was playing when he heard a shot. 
He and Miss Taylor’s father ran up- 
stairs and found her lying on the bed 
with a bullet wound in her head and 
a revolver by her side. 

When the revolver was shown to Cos- 
by he said it was one he had given to 
Miss Taylor’s brother when they were 
camping last summer. He said he knew 
there was only one cartridge in it. 

Cosby was not questioned any further 
by Coroner Bracy. 

Miss Taylor’s father, Louis Taylor, 
who is employed by the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick Dry Goods Co., testified that 
he did not know what caused her to 
take her life. The verdict was suicide. 

Cosby has been acting as night assist- 
ant to Marshal W. C. McBride at Maple- 
wood. Miss Taylor called up McCall 
Saturday night and asked for Cosby and 
McBride told her jocularly that Cosby 
had gone to Kirkwood to see his other 
girl. When Cosby came in at 1 a. m. 
McBride mentioned it to him and Cosby 
said he was expected at Miss McBride’s 
home Saturday night but did not explain 
-why he had not gone. 

Cosby is a member of the Temple 
quartet and of the Cosby quartet. 
Friends say he and Miss Taylor were 
engaged to marry.

* SCARLET FEVER SYMPTOMS. 


By DR. M. C. WOODRUSS,

HB first indication of the dis 
ease in a child is irritation 
of the throat which causes a 
sharp, dry cough. In a short time 
after the cough develops there is a 
marked rise in temperature. The 
patient {s feverish and the face is 
flushed. 

At this stage the surest way to 
determine whether the disease is — 
scarlet fever is to examine the 
chest. If smail red eruptions are 
found on the skin of the chest it is, 
in conjunction with the other symp- 
toms, an almost certain sign 
that scarlet fever exists. No time 
should be lost in sending for a 
physician. , 

In the fourth stage of the dis- 
ease first the face and then the 
entire body shows peeling of the 
skin. There is where the danger of 
contagion comes in. The skin 
peels from the face and body of 
the patient in thin, dry flakes 
which float off into the air in 
minute particles and spread the 
disease. 

Scarlet fever develnne very rapid- 
ly and reaches its elimax in from 
24 hours to four days. Every pre- 
caution should be taken to pre- 
vent the patient from catching 
cold.

Dr. C. M. Woodruff Says Ex- 
tra Force Should Enforce 
Placarding System. 





Lack of proper police supervision and 
co-operation is one of the reasons given 
by Dr. M. C. Woodruff of the Health 
Department for the spread of the scarlet 
fever contagion which has menaced the 
700 pupils of the Longfellow School, 
whose homes are in Gratiot, Linden- 
wood, Arloe and Clifton. Heights, all 
populous sections of Southwest St. 
Louis, 

“If quarantine regulations had been 
strictly enforced, the disease might have 
veen wiped out by this time,’’ said Dr. 
Woodruff. “There is a penalty of a 
fine of not less than 85 or more than 
$100 for any person who breaks a scarlet 
fever quarantine, and it is the duty of 
the police to enforce the law by > areal 
ing the offenders. 

“In places where scarlet fever is en- 
demic, as it is now in the Longfellow 
School district, there is always some 
sentiment against enforcement of a 
quarantine. Men and women and es- 
pecially children do not want to be 
made prisoners for the benefit of the 
remainder of the community, and yet 


of the disease. 


is only one policeman to two square 
miles of territory and for this reason 
the supervision has been inadequate. 
No extra men have been assigned to 
see that quarantine regulations are en- 
forced.”’ 

Dr. Woodruff’s Health Department 
records show that 41 cases of scarlet 
fever have been reported from the dis- 
trict. He believes that other cases which 
have existed or which now exist have 
been concealed . from the authorities 
through the desire of parents to pre- 
vent their homes being placarded. 

It is not necessary, he says, that ev- 
ery member of a family in which the 
fever develops should be kept a pris- 
oner, but the persons in actual attend- 
ance on the patients should not be per- 
mitted to leave their homes. 

Any person who enters the room in 
which a scarlet fever patient is iso- 
lated should be restrained from going 
any place where crowds gather. he says. 
The Health Department also expects the 
co-operation of physicians in promptly 
reporting all scarlet fever cases so that 
placards may be put up. 

‘In at least one case there has been 
conflict between a regular practicing 


physician,” said Dr. Woodruff. “Dr. 
Daly of the Health Department staff 
suspected that a child who was ill in 
Gratiot had scarlet fever. He went to 
the house and found a Dr. Field in 
charge of the case. 


nosis he had made. Dr. Field's reply 
was: ‘I will not tell you that. You area 
physician. Make yotr own diagnosis.’ 
Dr. Daly diagnosed the case as scarlet 
fever and notified the Board of Educa- 
tion, the result being that a brother of 
the patient was excluded from further 
attendance at the Longfellow School. 
Said It Was Rheumatism. 

‘Dr. Field then insisted that the child: 
had rheumatism and made a vigorous 
protest against interference by the 
Health Department. physicians. His 
statement was accepted and the house 
was never placarded.”’ 

Dr. Henry L. Field, who has an office 
at 6825 Scanlan avenue, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“T'was treating a child for rheuma- 
tism. When I went to the house to 
make a professional visit, I- found a 
young fellow who said he was a Health 
Pepartment physician. I got into tke 
patient’s room ahead of him. The child’s 
mother told him I was in charge of the 
case. 

“The young man asked me what was 
the child’s ailment. I refused to tell 
him, saying that he could make his own 
diagnosis if he wanted to. I told him to 
examine the child if he cared to, but he 
wouldn't. Without going near the chila 
he looked at it from a distance and then 
went away. I considered that I was 
right in refusing to tell him the child's 
ailment. It was none of his business. 
‘He reported the case as being scar- 
let fever and the child’s brother was 
sent home from school. I was at the 
house when the boy came in and I 
went right back to the school with him 
and demanded to know why he was ex- 
cluded. I protested to the Health De- 
partment and learned that the young 
fellow admitted that he didn’t know, 
but merely suspected that the child had 
scarlet fever. 

Suggests Fumigation, 

“So far as I know the placarding has 
been carefully done in this district. Ina 
few cases, no doubt, proper care has 
not been exercised. This is probably 
due to ignorance of the quarantine pre- 
cautions which should be taken. So far 
as I know there has been no general 
effort to conceal the existence of scar- 
let fever in homes.” 

Dr. Woodruff said that even in very 
light cases there is danger from the 
scattering of the cuticle which peels 
from patients. He said: 

“T believe that one cause for the pres- 
ent prevalence of the disease in this 
district is that scarlet fever in a mild 
form was in this same neighborhood 
last year. The winter clothing worn by 
the patients was put away without be- 
ing fumigated. When this clothing was 
brought out pnd worn this year the 
germs of the ‘Aisease were still in it and

BELIEVES FORTUNE 
IS LEFT TO CHURCH 


Funeral to be Private, Chris- 
tian Science Officials De- 
claring Her Passing Is to be 
Considered Merely an In- 
cident in Their History. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Dec. 6.—*‘Mrs. Eddy is gone, 


‘but the church will flourish tmmortal. 
Her passing is but ap incident in the 
history of Christian Science.”’ | 

These words express concisely: the sen- 
timent which the recognized leaders of 
the First Church ef Christ, Scientist, 
are disseminating among the 2,000,000 or 
more believers. b 

The frail body lies in a simple bed- 


room in the mansion at Chestnut Hill. 
A few of those who have authority and 
influence in the’ councils of the church 
are allowed to pass the gates. 

It was decided today that the body 
will be buried in Mount Auburn 
Cemetery, Cambridge. 

“Gone; That Is All.” 

“She is gone; that is all,’’ was the 
simple answer to all inquirers. 

The lips of all those who watched 


Mrs. Eddy did not pass away while 
sleeping. Her mind was awake to the 
last, as around the bedside knelt or 
stood her household, watching the strug- 
gie between life and death and lending 
such assistance as their perceptions of 
the science she had taught them per- 
mitted. 

She, too, ‘prayed, “in her own way,” 
as one of the church officials put it. 
She sought to continue the domination 
of mind over matter, to wipe out from 
her physical entity the balef@ error of 
disease that was sapping her vitality. 

Till the very day before she died, it 
is given out, she had given her personal 
attention to the affairs of the church, 
and offered advice, dictated terms, de- 
cided the questions on which differences 
existed among the difectors. of the 
church. 

Now that she is gone, the machinery 
of the organization she credted is mov- 
ing along the established lines. 

Alfred Farlow, chairman of the Pub- 
licity Committee of the mother church, 
made the situation clear in an interview 
with the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

Conscious to the Last. . 

‘Do the members of. the church ex 
pect any manifestations from the spirit 
of Mrs. Eddy? Is there any feeling or 
sentiment among the congregation that 
though she be physically dead her 
spiritual guidance will still hover 
around the councils of the church?’ 
Farlow was asked. 

He smiled. “Certainly not,” sald he. 
“That is spiritualism; there is nothing 
of spiritualism in the teachings of Chris- 
tian Science.” 

“Wes Mrs. Eddy asleep when she 
flied 7° 

“No; Mrs. Eddy was quite conscious 
to the very -last. She was awake.”’ 

“Did she realize that the end was so 
near?” 

“I am o the impression that she did 
not realize it. She passed away in the 
most. peaceful manner imaginable, I am 
informed. I only know tliat she had 
been in error—ill, that is—for eight or 
nine days. Mut she was out for a drive 
Thursday and even on Friday she was 
up and dressed for a little while.” 

“Hed her death been expected?’’ 

Farlow hesitated a moment. 

“No,” he said. “No intimation of any 
kind had reached us as to the .prob- 
ability of her passing away as she 
did.”’

Assistant City Attorney Levy was ab- 
sent, and Hartmann was acting as prose- 
cutor. Hearing the confined cases first, 
as is the custom, he came to one in 
which an interpreter was needed, and 
ordered it passed. When the other con- 
fined cases were finished Deputy Hart- 
man called it again. 

“I said to pass that case down,” de- 
clared the Judge severely to Hart- 
mann. “Ifyou can’t keep it down any 
other way, we'll nail it down. Go on 
with the bonded cases.’’ 

Eloquence Palls on Hearers. 

It is only recently that the Judge has 
begun to talk wack at the court officials 
for what he considers a sort of sys- 
tematic persecution. The chief difficulty 
has been that Judge Pollard's eloquence, 
which has been much enjoyed in tem- 
perance conventions in several European 
cities, has palled on those who have to 
listen to him daily, and that they have 
shown their weariness plainly. 

Judge Pollard believes in explaining 
his decisions. There is high judicial 
authority for the belief that this is the 
worst thing a judge can undertake to 
do, but Pollard is not willing that any- 
one should, through any omission of his, 
go away without understanding the 
workings of justice in the Dayton Street 
Court. So it has come to pass that 
nearly every decision is followed with 
a lecture, either denunciatory of hard- 
ened vice or exhortatory toward virtue, 
and setting forth the Court’s reasons 
for the entries ordered on the docket. 

The prisoners usually are impressed, 
and the courtroom crowds have seemed 
to enjoy the discourses. But the deputy 
marshals and official attaches of the 
court yawn and-fidget through the or- 
deal, and accompany their impatient 
giances toward the clock with raucous 
mutters of “Aw, cut it out!’’ 

Troubleogues Interrupted. 

‘What number was that last case?’’ 
a deputy marshal frequently will call 
across the room at another, in the mid- 
dle of a Pollard troubleogue. ‘“‘Number 
14,” the other will bawl back, while the 
Judge, stopping short, bemoans such 
noisy interruptions from those who are 
supposed to keep others quiet. 

Not long ago Judge Pollard sat on a 
bent pin which had been placed, country 
school fashion, in Lis big chair. He held 
the pin before him and reniarked bitter- 
ly, “This has gone far enough.”’ Some 
thought he meant the pin had gone far 
enough, and others thought he referred 
to the general subject of -his petty an- 
noyances at the hands of those about 
him. 

A few days ago, while the Judge was 
denouncing a policeman for clubbing a 
negro who had annoyed a white girl, 
Clerk William Carter of the court re- 
marked in a loud: tone, “The policeman 
ought to have cracked his neck.’ 

The Judge stopped short in his scold- 
ing of the policeman and called his hear- 
ers to witness that his worst troubles 
were not with prisoners, but with those 
appointed to help enforce the law. Car- 
ter and the Tudge previously have 
clashed over the Judge’s insistence that 
bonds be signed in his presence. 

Judge Pollard and Assistant City At- 
torney Levy have long been indifferent 
to each other’s best qualities. The Judge 
questioned Levy’s right to dismiss cases. 
The Judge and the prosecutor have 
shown as much temperament in their 
official relations as rival grand opera 
stars. Levy once demanded loudly in 
court that His Honor return a personal 
$ loan, and the Judge said he did not 
recall owing any such amount to.Levy. 

Complain of Long Speeches. 

The complaint of the deputy marshals 
is that Judge Pollard keeps them too 
long by his speeches, and that he is 
late in getting to court. They have kept 
tab on him by the clock lately and say 
court has been as much as 50. minutes 
late inwopening on busy days. The Judge 
replies that nobody who has to take the 
Jefferson cars can get to work on time. 
Deputies Schuler, Hartmann and Berg- 
man point out that they usually man- 
age to make It. 

Besides his friction with the deputy 
marshals, Judge Pollard has shown dis- 
satisfaction with the ideas of heating 
and ventilation carried out by the court-

Speculation in wheat was practically 
at a standstill Tuesday, with the pit 
element making the market. Commis- 
sion house business is light, and the 
trade waiting on the Government crop 
report, showing the condition of winter 
wheat, to be issued Wednesday. 

Traders assert that slowly but surely 


conditions controlling the market price | 


of wheat are becoming more bullish. 
They point out that the market ignorts ; 
bearish news. 
reports last week, prices held relative 
firm when the drouth was broken ty 
general snow over the winter wheat 
belt.

Statistical news. is also less bearish; 
and a large percentage of the world’s 
crop has been moved to market. The 
European wheat visible this week de- 
creased 2,340,000 bu, bringing the total 
to 119,240,000 bu, against 121,624,000 bu last 
year. The decrease follows a decrease 
of 2,112,000 bu last week, and an increase 
last year of 2,000,000 bu, when the total 
supply was 82,600,000 bu.
